sibility of signing the peace terms. 
Me said Germany needs peace im­ 
mediately, that she may fa t food and 
materials so her people can go to 
work. 
He declared the

serious outbreaks will occur 
if 
the 
people are fed. 
lf they are not fed. 
he said, we must be ready for any­ 
thing. 
“If they have a fair 
peace,”

dared Ebert, "we stand on President 
Wilson’s platform,

basis on which we signed the armis­ 
tice. 
We will do everything to com­ 
ply with conditions founded on 
his 
points. It is possible though, that the 
enemy will make further 
demands. 
Germany cannot accept them. I could 
not take the responsibility for sign­ 
ing the peace terms in that case. 
I 
do not know' what would happen.’’ 
Asked what he thought of the re­ 
sponsibility for the war, Ebert said: 
“That is a question I cannot answer 
offhand. Personally I feel that blame 
was not Germany’s alone ” 
The conversation was directed to 
the Bpartacan uprising. 
“We need peace immediately so we 
can get food and materials that will 
enable the people to go to work,’’ he 
said. 
“The charge thst. the govern­ 
ment encouraged the disorders se as 
to eicape its debts is absolutely false. 
The reason we did nothing 
against 
Bolshevism at tho beginning of the 
revolution was that the army, flock­ 
ing homeward after the armistice, w ac 
disorganized and useless. 
Now- 
the 
government forces have been rebuilt 
and we intend to use every means to 
suppress Bolshevism, which without 
doubt is an enemy to society. 
“The great danger of a Bolshevik! 
victory is on. 
There are still traces 
of Bolshevism in certain centers out­ 
side of Berlin, nourished by agitators. 
“Examination of captured 
Sparta- 
eans showed that they were mostly 
undernourished, sub-normal persons. 
It they are fed we need expect no 
further serious outbreaks, 
lf 
they 
are not fed we must be ready for any­ 
thing. There is a sort of desperation 
in certain circles—a feeling that noth­ 
ing makes any difference. These peo­ 
ple are the victims of agitators whom 
we are certain are supplied with Rus­ 
sian gold. 
“As soon as the economic situation 
clears up normal life will start again 
and international troubles will cease. 
It is a question of peace 
and 
help 
from the outside.’’

On the first point the progres­ 
sive idea is that the men who 
went overseas to give their lives if 
need be in defense of liberty,

iers and sailors, rehabilitation to 
the fullest degree of wounded are 
among planks in the progressive 
platform. 
In Point Two Senator Kenyon 
has already made a stand by pro­ 
posing an unemployment confer­ 
ence of governors to devise emer­ 
gency action.

OLYMPIA. Wash., Jan. 20.-J-With- 
out a dissenting vote, the state senate 
today adopted resolutions memorial­ 
izing congress to pay every honorably 
discharged soldier and sailor a $300 
cash bonus. This action was followed 
by immediate passage of resolutions 
calling on congress to speed up on a 
federal reconstruction program.

These contests 
must be settled before the con­ 
gress can get down to business on 
the league of nations. 
Nothing has been made public 
concerning any conflict in regard 
to representation.

THE ARMY’S PEACE 
MORALE 


MONDAY EVENING, JANUARY 20, 1919. \ , 
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In one respect this is the most crit­ 
ical period of the war. militarily speak­ 
ing. 
The armies of the various allied 
powers are finding it harder to keep 
up their morale, now that the fighting 
is done. 
With the war won, they have 
lost interest. 
They want to go home. 
They are restive, and their restiveness 
and discontent find expression in a 
general relaxation of standards and 
lapse of discipline. 
T his is said to be particularly true 
of th e B ritish and A m erican arm ies. 
Both a re essentially civilian. 
Those 
in th e arm ies of occupation found the 
new experience in terestin g a t firs:, b u t 
th at has begun to tire them . They do 
not w ant to police Germany. 
They 
say they w ent over to fight, not to do 
guard duty or to stan d u round w aiting 
aim lessly for nothing in particular. 
They want to come bac k to th eir own 
country, th eir own people, th eir owm 
jobs. 
All this is perfectly understandable. 
No one can help sym pathizing w ith 
those exiled civilian-soldiers. 
But it 
will not do to sym pathize too much. 
For th ere is still a m ilitary duty to 
perform , and disagreeable as it is, they 
will have to perform it. 
Peace is not yet definitely estab ­ 
lished. 
Technically the w ar is not 
ended. 
Actually, too, it m ay n o t be 
ended. 
T here m ay yet be arm ed oppo­ 
sition in G erm any or A ustria, especial­ 
ly w hen the peace term s aire a n ­ 
nounced. At best, it will be necessary 
for som e tim e to com e to m aintain 
large allied forces to use in any part 
of E urope w here fighting sta rts or dis­ 
order is threatened. 
C onsiderable 
num bers of troops will have to be kept 
in G erm any until the m ain peace con­ 
ditions are com plied with. 
A m ericans at home, understanding 
this, can help m aintain the m orale of 
the expeditionary force by taking it for 
granted th a t the soldiers over th ere 
will stay and play th eir part in a sold­ 
ierly spirit until the disagreeable work 
is all cleaned up.

Allen has relied on Governor Steph­ 
ens to acquaint him with the facts in 
his possession and will take further 
steps In the m atter. 
Influence brought to bear by the city 
of Tacoma, it is charged, is responsible 
for this condition. 
Tacoma is reaping 
a rich harvest from the soldiers. 
If 
Washington soldiers are demobilized 
they rem ain in the state and spend 
their money there. 
California 
men 
return 
to 
their 
homes and their pay does not get into 
the channels of trade at Tacoma and 
other nearby cities. 
Allen said no direct Charges ef ce*, 
litloa betweea the m ilitary and civil­ 
ian authorities had been made as far 
as he was aware. 
T hat undue influ­ 
ence to selfish end* had been exerted, 
however, was declared. 
It is understood th a t certain specific 
cases of the alleged discrim ination 
have been brought to Allen’s atten ­ 
tion.

How 
the 
Germ ans 
are 
treating 
American soldiers with the greatest 
kindness and how he discovered the 
home of his uncle by reason of cour­ 
tesy extended is told in a letter w rit­ 
ten by John Nothe and printed in the 
Elkton Record, at Elkton. South Da­ 
kota. 
A. Berghofer, of 850 Towner 
street, formerly resided 
at 
Elkton, 
and gets the paper here. 
No letters 
have come from local boys with the 
arm y of occupation touching upon the 
m anner in which the arm y has been 
received by residents in German ter­ 
ritory into which they have gone, and 
Nothe’s statem ent will therefore be of 
interest to local people. 
Extracts fol­ 
low: 
I have seen so many things, and so 
much has happened while we were go­ 
ing through the country, that I cannot 
begin to tell about it in this letter. 
Everywhere we were 
met 
by 
the 
people with great welcome, and while 
It may be hard to believe, yet it is a 
fact, that the further we 
get 
into 
Germany the better we are treated 
At first, when we 
started 
on 
our 
march, we had to sleep 
in 
barns; 
once in a while we got into a house, 
though we were mighty well pleased 
to even get into the barns, for it ya n 
at least dry aud there was no danger 
of shell fire. 
I twas quite 
a 
relief 
f-am what we had had only a week 
before. 
But now we are in Germany 
and nothing but the 
best 
is 
good 
enough for us. 
The people all treat 
us fine and wre sleep in 
the 
finest 
beds, and what they have ta eat they 
share with us regardless of how they 
have to sacrifice to do 
so. 
Two 
or 
three boys stay In each house, 
and 
they have plenty of eats. 
Of course, 
our own kitchen is with us all th® 
time, so we do not have to ask them 
for anything to eat, therefore, every­ 
thing they give us is given of their 
own free will. 
Of course, their own 
products are limited, but they at least 
show their good will. 
It is hardly be- 
lieveable that only four weeks ago 
wo were killing them or they were 
killing us: it was just a question of 
who got there flrst; and now we stay 
in their homes a n i have the best they 
can afford under the present situation. 
It must be rather difficult, however, 
for the boys who cannot speak Ger­ 
man. I have 
been 
more 
fortunate 
than a lot of them, as I 
have 
been 
able to get everything I wanted. Dur­ 
ing the past two weeks, I have been 
interpreter for our billet officer and 
have been with him all the time, look­ 
ing up places for the men 
to 
stay 
when they come into the town.

have heard a great deal 
about 
the 
w’ar, and also found a lot of inform a­ 
tion with regard to some of the peo­ 
ples' feelings, both in regard to the 
U. S. *nd also rleative to their feel­ 
ings toward their own governm ent: 
but I cannot w rite about it here. AA ill

We were billeted 
in a town and one of the boys who 
could speak Germau went into a bouse 
to buy some milk.
